Without design-
ing to accord to this ignorant priestess of the
tripod the possession of a farther-seein- intelli-
gence than belong toTyndall or Seccbi, the ful-
fillment of many of her "predictions furnishes, to
say the least, a wonderful chapter of accidents.
Regarding the nufulCIled burden of her song, it
is claimed that the language of the great English
seers bad especial reference to the end of au ar-
bitrary period, and not tothenpsettingoMjreak-in- g

np of the whole system of nature. Xext in
the order of respectab'e authorities come the
pyramids. Fully 4000 years ago, say the anti-
quarians, the rough and rugged road of the
grand gallery of the great pyramid was inscribed
with a marking at the year 1831, "where tho
passage expands into a magnificent corridor,
where the high priest celebrated the resurrec-
tion of the entire brotherhood of man." These
signs, we are tuld, indicate that iu 1831 new
sets of sun centres and constellations will exert
their influence upon our planet, calminatiug in
physical disturbances similar to those by which
Dr. Hitchcock, the geologist, has beeu enabled
to define tho different periods of organized exis-

tence from the protozic to the alluvial, which,
remarkable to be told, correspond with the six
days of the creative work. The pyramid alma-

nac is based ou tho observation by the Egyptian
philosopher "of the zodiacal signs and cbjuges
in heavenly bodies, and the consequent cycle of
time, the lesser of 6000 yean, which are a quar-
ter of the entire grand cycle of 24,000 years."
Modern scientists, in trying to account for the
remains of tropical plants beneath the dreary
ice fields of the Arctic regions, have wandered
so far into the domain of speculative fancy that
most of them can not find the way out of the
mazes of their own theories. Ou tho other hand,
a few of the more practical, after careful obser-
vation and experiment bave arrived at a theory
which, while plausible, borrows interest from
the impress of wisdom iu the pyramids. Oue
astronomer, has advanced the theory, based on

The nible Haeiety of London Denies lanl It
IlusIaqairediulaorCnnllrnted laeAutaea-licilraf-a

Papyras Maid t lie Wrillea by
Ike Apnsllc.

Losdon", April 5. The British and Foreign
Bible Society deny the allegations of certain
Italian papers that they have sent ont a com-
mission to inquire into the authenticity of a
manuscript supposed to be written by Peter the
Apostle, or that they have ever offered any sum
for its possession. The allegations appeared
in the Seminarte and Fiaeeola, Protestant evan-
gelical journals published at Rome, aud, accord-
ing to their statemeut, was copied by tbem from
the Sabaoih, an organ of the Jewish community
printed at Jerusalem, where the manuscript
writteu by the hand of tho Apostle-- Peter is said
to have been discovered. Ou July 14, 187U, so
ruus'the account, there died in Jerusalem, in the
110th year of his age, a reputedly poor man of
the name of Core. For fifty years be bad led
tbo lifo of a hermit in a grotto at the foot of the
hill of Gethsemane, enjoying fur the greater
part of that period a saintly reputation, aud
looked upon by Christians as one of the holiest
of men, as in outward appearnce he was one of
the poorest. When his death became known, and
it was ascertained that no kinsfolk claimed bis
effects, and that he had left no will, the local
authorities took possession of his grotto. On
entering, they were surprised to find it furnish-
ed with considerable Inxury. Magnificent tiger
skins wero spread over the floor, and the ancho-
rite's beil was composed of costly furs. Under-

neath the skins a trap-doo- r was discovered,
leading to an underground apartment, sixteen
feet square and twelve feet high. In one corner
of this room stood an iroubouud oaken chest.
With some diticulty it was broken open, when
out rolled a stream of broad pieces of various
dales, countries, and denominations English
sovereigns and shillings, French gold and silver,
Turkish sequins, and Mexicau dollars of a to-

tal value, as was estimated, of 3,000. This
sum was supposed tu be the produce of tho alms
and oblations which the holy man had received
from the credulous faithful during the

of bis saintly seclusion from the world.
At Ibe very bottom of the chest, whore it had
been covered over by the hermit's treasure, a
still more importaut find was made a packet
wrapped up in old and almost rotten newspa-
pers. These papers contained a splendid and
antique Cashmere shawl of great value, though
somewhat injured by damp. Inside the shawl
were divers documents, from which it appeared
that the deceased anchorite was a Hebrew, be-

longing to a rich family of Stockbo'm.Amoug
these documents was a volunilous papyrus' man-
uscript, folded in green silk, so old that when
touched it became dust.

The manuscript bore the following inscrip-
tion :

"Peter, the fisherman, desciplo of Jesns, the
Son of God,audcontiuuatorof His work, speaks
to the people of the earth who listen to the
word of the Lord, according to the love, and iu
the name, of the most holy God."

The subscription to the maunscript, "written
in a style equally strange and elegant," runs
thns:

"I, Peter the fishermau, in the name of God,
finished the writing of the word of love in the
fiftieth year oi my age, the third Easter after
the death of my Savior and Master Jesus Christ,
son of Mary, in the house of Beliert, the scribe,
near the temple of the Lord."

The papyrus of the manuscript is described as
being strong and flexible and the ink very
black, from which it was at first supposed that
it might bo the work of Core; but scholars aud
experts at Jerusalem, by whom the writing has
beeu submitted to a searching examination, are
of opinion that no man of this age could write
old Hebrew so pure in style, with snch au inti-

mate knowledge of tho meaning cf many obso-

lete words, and so complete a mastery of the
archaic furms that characterized tho literature
of the epoch ii which the new epistle purports
to have been produced. A further proof of its
antiquity is that tho papyrus of the manuscript
has long ceased to bo made. Tos'-iv-o the doubts
which still remained as to tho genuineness of the
document, the account goes ou to say that tho
Bible Society of London were asked to send out
a Commission to look into the matter aud deliv-
er judgment. This was done, and, after long
investigation, the Commission pronounced in
favor of tbe authenticity of Core's papyrus.
They considered it to be the veritable wurk of
tbe.Apostle Peter. It was added that the phi-
losophical, philological, historical, and Biblical
qnestions to which the find will give rise can-

not fail to be of tbe highest importance and in-

terest. Tbe Sabaoth, it appears, did not hesi-
tate to state that'there had been a lively inter-
change between tbe London Bible Society and
the heirs of tbe deceased hermit tho Cores of
Stockholm with reference to a sale of the pre-
cious papyrus, and that an offer of 20,000 for
it had been unhesitatingly refused. At the
same time the owners are quite willing to con-

sent to its reproduction and translation (doubt-
less for a sufficient consideration), and the
Brothers Abdullah, of Constantinople, have of-

fered to make a photographic fac simile of tho
manuscript. .Yew York Herald.
